Not Véry 
Efficient

Fireplace efficiency ta about. 
zero according to Michael Zuid-’ 
ema, Bay de Noc State Area. 
Forester, author of an articte in 
the latest Natural Resources 
magazine. The heat loss thru 
the flue equals the heat pfo- 
duced. He added, however, with 
a heatolator and grate Induced 
alr the efficiency could reach aa 
high as 35%. 

He further explained that an 
air tight stove with a second 
combustion chamber - (after 
burner) could reach as high as 
65% efficiency. The second 
combustion chamber Is a me- 
thod of injecting air into the hot 
gases at the top of the fire to get 
more complete combustion of 
those gases. He explained the 
oxygen supply was pretty well 
used us as the gases leave the 
wood on top of the pile, and 
would not be oxidized if more 
air were not introduced at that 
point. 

| recommend you get a copy 
of the September - October 
issye of the Michigan Natural 
Resources magazine and keep 
the ariicie for ieigmnce. fe 
covers wood burning quite com- 
pletely from choosing the right 
wood, how to get a permit to get 
wood from state and national 
forest to the safety precautions 
to take when installing the 
wood stove.

New Interest 
in Farming 
In Area

Tnere is more interest in 
farming noted by agency people 
assembled at an Agriculture 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service program planning meet- 
ing held September 7th at the 
Soil Conservation Service office 
in Roscommon. People who 
have acreage are seeking infor- 
mation about growing crops es- 
pecially hay and pasture for 

Farming this year was a 
disaster in that there was not 


and pasture. Although the wheat 
crop wasn't bad, it was much 
hetter the world aver. therefore 
the price dropped out of the 
market. The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture is already making 
rlans to cut the acreage of 
wheat. if not for next year 
certainly by the narvest year of 
1979. 

Wheat producers look for in- 
sect disease and lodging resis- 
tance and good test weight in 
the wheal they want to plant. 

Or. Larry Copeland, Michigan 
State University Cooperative 
Extension crop specialist. says 
there are good varieties of 
wheat available for planting this 
fall. 

Tecumseh, released by MSU 
15 1975. 1s one of the highest 
vielders of the soft white wheat 
ciass 152.2 bushels per acre, in 
MSU tests}. This compares to a 
50.2 bushel average for all other 
varieties. It has excellent win- 
terkiil resistance. 

Tecumseh grows to 36 inch- 
es. Is resistant ta Hessian fly 
races A and C, leaf rust. and to 
yellow spindle streak mosiac 
virus 

Yorkstar, 1S another high 
yielder. but has less winter 
hardiness and a lower test 
weight than other varieties. It 
has a test weight of 57 pounds 
per bushel. and very good fodg- 
ing resistance: but is suscep- 
tible to leaf rust and Hessian fly 
damage. 

Wheat producers generally 
wait until after the Hessian free 
fiy date for planting wheat. in 
this area the date is September 
9

State Seeking 
Federal Payoff 
For ‘Big Mac’ 


The State Highway Commis- 
sion has endorsed Gov. William 
G. Milliken’s proposal to seek 
$44 million in federal highway 
funds to retire bonds that 
financed construction of ihe 
Mackinac Bridge. 

The Commission voted to 
suppnrt the Governor's effort to 
obtain the funds in the 1978 
Federal Aid Highway Act. 

If Congress approves the 
grant, auto fares on the bridge 
tinking Michigan's two peninsu- 
las could be reduced from $1.50 
to 50 cents and truck fares from 
the $1.50 to $6 range tc the $1 
$1.7 million to $2 million annual 
revenue would be used solely 
for bridge operation and main- 
tenance. 

“Lower fares would increase 
travel on the bridge and stimu- 
late the economy of the entire 
region, including the tourist 
industry.” said the Commission 
Chairman, Peter B. Fletcher, of 
Ypsilanti. “We should exert 
every effort to persuade Con- 
gress to approve this funding.” 

Under the Governor's propo- 
sal, Congress would take the 
bridge into the Interstate free- 
way system, making it eligible 
tut 3G per cent iederai funding 

The Mackinac Bridge was 
built for $99.8 million and was 
opened to traffic Nov. 1, 1957. 
Bonded indebtedness has been 
reduced to approximately $43 
million, with the last of the 
bonds now scheduled to be paid 
off by 1985.

er usually cause thunderstorms 
and only rarely tornados) was 
not very great. Another reason 
was that the low pressure 
system was neither really low 
and was not stationary, 

Taylor said that besides the 
scientific proof was the aerial 
examination done by him of the 
damage, which also convinced 
him this area suffered a severe 
storm with 80 mph winds, but no 
tornado 

“To begin with, if the tornado 
had followed the path that the 
storm did through Grayling, it 
would have been wiped out. The 
city would no longer exist. This 
storm as we determined from 
our aerial inspection damaged 
an area too large for a tornado. 
It travelled from the Northwest 
to the Southeast and tornados 
usually move from Southwest to 
Northeast. All the damage and 
the toppled trees were pretty 
well laying in the same direc- 
tion. Basically a tornado fol- 
lows a straight path. but when it 
hits the ground it usually 
smashes everything in sight, 
except some very soiid buitd- 
ings. It will not just knock trees 
over, it will rip up every one and 
it will tear the trees and the 
limbs to pieces. The trees will 
end up lying in every direction. 
We saw one stand of jackpines 
of over 40 acres that was laid 
over as clean as if a giant hay 
mower pulled by a huge tractor 
had gone along and cut them 
down, 

Taytor said the reports of 
waterspouts an the lakes and 
dust devils were a common 
occurrence. He refused to ac- 
cept the report that the river had 
gone dry during the storm and 
said it was not possibile. 

Taylor also clarified the many 
reports of raintall that contlict- 
ed with the official estimate of 
1.17 inches made by the De- 
partment of Natural Resources 
He said the reports of up to 11 
inches of water in the down- 
town area and 6 inches at the 
airport were true. but he quati- 
fied his remarks. 

He did not dispute the fact 
that water levels had gotten that 
nigh but expiained it was eccu- 
mulated water and not rainfall 
levels. “It 1s very easy to see in 
the downtown area where there 
is SQ much pavement and no 
bare ground for the water to 
soak into. that the water is 
going to pile up faster than it 
can run off in the same way at 
the airport whete there are huge 
runways slanting toward the 
hanger a tremendous amount of 
water would build up in a short 
period of time and you could 
easily get bulld-ups of six 
inches of water.” ne said. “Or 
have it spill over the curbs 
downtown.” 

“The really fantastic thing 
about this whole incident is the 
absence of injuries and the 
wonderful way that everyone 
worked together during and 
after the storm. All tocal units

Property Tax Deferment On 
Home Repair and Maintenance 


ere Mathieu-Gast Home improvement Act (Public Act 293 of 
) was ruled a valid exercise of the legislature's authority to 
provide for the determination of true cash value in an opinion 
'ssued by the Attorney General dated March 22, 1977. 
Act 203, P.A. 1976 requires that: 
The assessor, beginning December 31, 1976, shall not 
consider expenditures for normal repairs and maintenance 

in determining the true cash value of property for assess- 

Ment purposes. In no event shall the amount excluded 

exceed $4,000.00 each year for nut to exceed three con- 

Secutive years. The fulicwing repairs shall be considered 

normal maintenance if they are not part of a structural 

addition,” 

The Act then lists 15 specific repairs, replacements, or items 
of maintenance which are to be considered as normal maintenance. 
Each property owner desiring tax deferment for a period not to 
exceed the three vears must file a form with the assessor of the 
township or city in which the property is located. This form must be 
filed on of before December 31 of the year in which the expenditure 
was made. Anyone may obtain a copy of the form from their 
township assessor or from the County Equalization Department.

Reluctant as | have always been to 
JOIN movements, there’s something to 
be said for hero worship. 

What got me thinking was a News- 
week maqazine essay called “I et's bring 
back the heroes” by someone named 
William J. Bennett, identified as execu- 
tive officer of the National Humanities 
Center (whatever that is) and as a 
regular contributor to Commentary ma- 
gazine (whatever that is). 

Although the author didn't ring a bell 
with me, his message did. Mr. Bennett 
decries the lack of heroes for today’s 
youth: and when you stop to search 
your own surroundings I'll bet you find 
it true, too. 

He cites a survey of 1,200 junior high 
school children’ who were asked: “Who 
is your hero?” The most frequent 
response was “none”. Now, that’s a real 
shame, when you stop to think about it, 
further down the list are such as rock 
Stars and the bionic man or woman, and 
Evel Knievel. and that's a share, too. 


“For some reason, perhaps for no 
reason, many of us think it is not proper 
to have heroes: or worse. that there 
arent any — or only shabby ones,” 
Bennett says. ‘ 

“We have become so interested in 
raking muck that we scarcely lift our 
eyes from it. Watergate, ‘'demythologiz- 
ing.: phony sophistication, believing 
that every good action has an ulterior 
and crass motive. the rise of the 
anti-hero, and a variety of other forces 
have madre the hern invisihin ta yea” 

Bennett argues that this trend is 
dangerous “because it puts children’s 
ideals aspirations and their notions of 
self-worth in jeopardy ... children need 
to know what deserves to be emulated 
and loved and nurtured “and, he 
continues. education is primarily re- 
sponsible for passing on proper infor- 
mation about heroes and values. 

Follow the Bennett argument just a 
bit further 

“In education. rather than squabble 
for innovation on the one hand and a 
return to basics on the other, we ought 
to encourage something that is both: an

innovation and a return to the basics of 
aspirations. 

“Along with emphasis on sound 
arithmetic and spelling, even on socio- 
loay for the first-arader. we should tell 
some stories, true stories, about 
heroes. We should offer our students 
and ourselves some real examples, not 
only of human corruption, degradation 
and duplicity, but also of the qualities 
we think men and women can and 
should possess ... This could be done 
even as students are taught to engage in 
the now honored practice of suspecting 
the motives of everyone else.” 

Mr. Bennett makes some sound and 
convincing arguments. A return to hero 
worship ts needed, and I'll even join the 
movement. 

Heroes need nui ve yianis wilo waik 
the earth. Heroes are those who live 
exemplary lives, or perform exemplary 
deeds ... heroes are those whom we 
would like to see our children, or our 
loved ones. copy. They can be found 
everywhere, if we would only look with 
an open mind. As William Bennett 
pointed out: “Every community, even 
Sodom and Gomorrah, has one indi- 
vidual in it who might be identified to 
students as worth admiring.” 

The pervasiveness of the media, 
especially television ... the explosion of 
knowledge ... the advance of techno- 
logy ... are just some of the factors that 
have combined to make us cynical and 
doubting. We downgrade the hero, 
perhaps because we Know too much 

There is more to quality-of-life than 
economics and diet and sanitation; 
perhaps more important are the intan- 
gibles Such as faith ana hope and trust 
and confidence. That’s where hero 
worship comes In. 

“| think the time taken for this exer- 
cise (of identifying heroes) will be worth 
it.” essayist Bennett concludes. "And 
its possible that if we don't take the 
time. our children, taught as they have 
been no doubt. wiil live the conse- 
quences of not knowing what they may 
sately believe.” 

Let's bring back the heroes.
